Devil’s Ditch, or Choak-Fade, on New- 


Market Heath, in honour of his memo- 
ry. With what rapture might we then 
read of his powerful deep rate, by which 
all the horfes that ran againft him were 
no-where; of his rapid victories in the 
field, (more furprizing than thofe of the 
duke of Marlborough,) by which he won 
Tewk/bury, won Chipping-Norton, won 
Lincoln, won. York, &c. But, above all, 
we fhould admire the neble diced which 
flowed in his veins, and with reverence 
contemplate the illuftrious names of his

In me- 
dio vir eft, qui dextra baculum, finifirapa- 
bulum tenet : extrinfecus duo funt afilientes

you from Lif/us, a man is alfo mention- 
ed ; the account of whom would, if mo- 
dernized, run in the follewing terms: 
“In the middle of the monument ftood 
“ a man, with a whip in his right hand, 
“ and a feed of corn in his left.” Henee 
it appears, that the Romans intended to 
do honour to the charieteer as wellas 
the horfes; and it is a pity, that we do 
not alfo imitate them in this particular, 
and pay equal refpect to our jockeys, 
The charict-race was not more celebra- 
ted among the ancients than the horfé- 
race is at prefent; and the,Circus at 
Rome never drew together fo noble-an 
afflembly as the modern courfe. Nor 
do I fee any reafen, why Theroz thould 
be more applauded for carrying off the 
price at £us or Pifa, than Tom Marjoal 
for winning the plate at York or New- 
Market. ‘The charioteers of old ‘were, 
indeed, compofed of the greateft prin- 
ces, and perfons of the firft rank; who 
prided theméelves on their dexterity in 
managing the reins, and driving their 
own chariots. In this they have been 
imitated by feveral of our modern gen- 
try, who value themfelves in being ex- 
cellent coachmen.

Art. 16. On Monday toiuowing, Feb. 29, 
he waited again upon the Vice-chantellor, 
and defired he would take the depofitions; ad 
ding, that the gentlemen who would make 
them were allin waiting, and fo near, that 
they might be prefent in two minvtes.

erefore be hard to ruin thefe for what they bave 
To this Mr Blacow anfwered, that he 

did not know, that expulfion would be the 
ruin of them ; but if it would, the greatnefs of 
the known penalty ought to have prevented 
their criminal behaviour. Upon afking the 
Vice-chancellor, whether fuch treafonable be- 
haviour did not imply perjury, he anfwered, 
Mad young fellows did not think about perjury,

Art, 23. The confequences of this treafona- 
ble behaviour of the rioters, and of Mr Bla- 
cow's dutiful application to the Vice-chancel- 
lor for their being properly punifhed, were, 
that they were treated with general refpec, 
and he was as generally hiffed and infulted. 

4rt.24. Many difficulties now occurred, 
If Mr Blacow proceeded to bring the offenders 
to punifhment, and fought that juftice elfe- 
where, which had thus been denied in the uni- 
verfity 3 it was obvious to forefee, that every 
abufe the moft inflamed malevolence could in- 
vent, would be poured upon his charaéter, 
On the other hand, it was impoffible for him

Art. 25. In obedience to his majefty’s com- 
mands, he waited upon his Grace in perfon, 
and delivered the information asdefired, Two 
meflengers were foon afterwards.difpatched to 
Oxford, to apprehend the gentlemen concerned 
in the riot, and letters were fent from his 
Grace to fuch as were declared able and wil- 
ling to be évidences for his majefty. ‘Two of 
thefe were geritlemen commoners of very’con- 
fiderable fortunes ; and they came up to Lon- 
don accordingly, 

rt. 26. Several informations shaving; been 
made, a profecution was ordered,; in: his mar 
jefty. court of hing’s bench, againft Mr,Wbhit- 
more, Mr Dawes, and Mr Luxmore 5. who.were 
profecuted accordingly, The two former were 
found guilty of the treafon charged »pon them, 
almoft without any defence; but Mr Luxwicre 
was acquitted, Mr Blacow remarks, that e- 
very material article he had depofed agaiat the 
three gentlemen, was exprefély® confirnied in 
court, by their own friends, who ‘appeared as 
evidences for Mr Luxmore. Mr Wetmore (C&. 
21.) and Mr Dawes (Wor. 4.) were clearly 
proved guilty of the treafon with which they 
were charged; and as to Mr Luxsmore, who 
was acquitted (Nov. 10.) Mr Blasow never 
charged dim with any one treafonable -ex- 
preffion.

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Stme Account of the Life of JouN SuEF- 
FIELD, Duké of Buckinghamfhire. 


OHN: SHEFFIELD, defcended from an 
ancient ‘and honourable family, 
was bornii the year'1650. At the age 
of y years he loft his tather, who was 
created Earl of Mulgrave by K. Charles 
the 1ft, and his mother marrying with 
Lord Ojjuljion, he was left wholly tothe 
care of a governor, who was too indo- 
lent or too negligent to teach-what he 
knew ; and therefore the young gen 
tleman, tho’ a genius and. the pupil of 
a fcholar, paffed his time with little ad- 
vantage till he became {ferifible of his 
defect, and determined to fupply_ it. 
He had, with this governor,’ travelled 


* into France, with as little improvement 


as he had perufed books, and when he 
returned his age and rank brought him 
into the company of feveral gentlemen 
eminent tor their learning and their 
i. As Sheffield trequently_ found 

imfelf not able to bear a part in their 
converfation, he devoted feveral hours 
every day to the cultivation of ‘his 
mind, after his preceptor was difiniffed, 
and continued this application many 
years. 

At the age of 17 he wention-board 
the thip commanded jointly by prince 
Rupert and the duke ot Albemarle, in the 
firit Dutch war. In this’ expeditiov, 
tho’ it was attended with much dinger, 
nothing’ remarkable happened 5 “but 
fome of our beft fhips having been burnt 
by the Dutch at Chatham, feveral inde- 
pendent troops,.of horie, were. raifed, 
aad the. command of. one of) them 
given to him. This command -was 
dach as would naturally fiatter’ the va- 
nity ofa young gentleman; | and he 
fays‘of himfeli, he was fo fooliflily fond 
Of it) ‘that he éndured his winter quar- 
ters at Dover as conitentediy, and was 
as forry for being difbanded upon the 
peace, as.if he had been a mere foidier 
of fortune. 

At. the age of 18 he was fummoned 
to parliament by the king’s writ, as E. 
of Mulgrave, but he being then under 
age three years, his attendance was op- 
poied by Algernoon E. of Northumberland, 
and carried againit him. 

When the fecond Dutch war broke 
out, the duke of York, who was then 
admiral of England, commanded the 


fleet in perfon, and Ld Midgrave again 


entered into the fervice as a volunteer. 
The duke treated him with great kind- 
ne{s, but yet refuted his requelt, to have 
the command of the firt thip whofe 
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captain fhould fall,in battle. Ld Mul- 
grave, however, continued im the fleet, 
and was in the famousengagement with 
the Dutch at Southwoeld bey, and acquit- 
ted himfelf with fo much honour, that 
he was foon afterwards made captain 
of the Royal Catherine, which was once 
taken, and again recovered from the 
Dutch. The Catherine was then com- 
manded by Sir Yobn Chickely, and the 
boatfwain was a non-conformilt, a man 
of a meek and mortified appearance, 
remarkably fober and quiet. When 
the Dutch had taken the veffel, they fent 
the captain and mot of the men’prifon- 
ers to other fhips, and ftowed the boat- 
fwain and a few others that remained 
on board under the hatches, and placed 
a guard over them. The beatiwain, 
who. had his .whiitie, propofed to. the 
reft, that at a fignal they fhould knock 
down the centinel, and then fuddenly 
fall upon the: Dutch who were on the 
decks To° this ‘they unanimoutty’ -a» 
greed, andthe boatfwain, without any 
appearance of hurry or anxiety, gave 
his diveétions with fo much fkill, and 
behaved himfelf with fo much activity; 
that they recovered the vefiel, and re~ 
join'd the fleet. When Ld Mulerave 
fucceeded Sir Fohxin the command of 
this fhip, he continued ‘the boatfwain in 
his place, and -ufed: often toamtle dim* 
feif by remarking the'fingularity ‘of his 
characier. 

Soon afterwards the old Holand re- 
giment, which confiited of 2400 men, 
was given. him, and the duke of Mon- 
mouth being then in difgrace, his, go- 
vernment of Hull, and heutenancy: of 
Yok/bire were alfo given to Ld: Melerave, 
who was foon after complimentedrwith 
a blue garter, and made ‘a lord’ of the 
bedchamber. 

Afier the conclufion of the peace 
between England and Hellazd, he oh- 
tained leave to make a campaign under 
the great Marthal de Turenze in France; 
aad afterwards, when Tangier .was in 
danger of being taken by the.deers, 
he obtained the command of the forces 
that were fent to detend it. But this 
expedition was very near proviiig fatal 
to him, not from the force of his ene- 
mies abroad, but the artifice of thofe at 
home. Asa favourite, he was become 
the objeét of much envy and ill wid, 
and it was infmuated to tie king, 
that the Earl. had received favours 
trom certain ladies, to which his ma- 
jefty thought he had an exciuiive 
right The king was fo much 
cenfed by thefe reports, that ail 
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good fhips were, otherwife employed, 
and .it was, contrived, that Mulgrave 
and his. men fhould embark on board a 
vefjel fo worn and, fhattered, that the 
captain, declared to his lordthip, the 
could not perform the voyage, Upon 
this his lordfhip, applied to the admi- 
ralty, but received for anfwer, that the 
vefiel was good enough tor the purpole, 
and that no other could be procured. 
He then applied to the king himfelf, and 
received ai anfwer to the fame effect. 
When he perceived the {nare in which 
he was taken, and that it was determin’d 
he fhould either lofe his life by going to 
fea-in.a veilel that could not {wim, or 
his honour by. declining a command 
which, he had follicited, he nobly pre- 
ferred honour to life, and, contrary to 
the advice of his friends, went on board 


the wreck, but, infified, that the young 


nobility, who were.to, have gone with 
him as volunteers, fhould itay behind, 
as their honour was not equally enga- 
ged, tho’ their. danger would be the 
fame. Some of thefe fuffered them- 
felyes to be perfwaded. into fatety, but 
many. others gallantly declared, that 
they would live and die with his lord- 
fhip; and that. having once declared 
they wouid.go, they would not now de- 
fid:trom the enterprife. 

In this thattered bark therefore they 
went to fea, and after they had been out 
two days, the ship leaked in fo many 
places, that tho’ there were carpenters 
on board, yet the pumps were kept con- 
tinually going; byt tho’ the voyage 
held three weeks, yct they had not one 
hour.of bad weather; and arrived, almott 
by miracle, fafe at Taugiers, tothe great 
aftonifunent of admiral Herbert, atter- 
viards Ld Torrington, who litted up his 
hands.and eyes in amazement at fuch a 
voyage performed in fuch a fhip, having 
Jong before fent lier home, as utterly 
unht for fervice. 

But-whatever was Mulgrave’s danger 
during this voyage, he did not pals the 
time in terror nor in refentment; but 
amufed himieif by writing {everal pie- 
ces of postry, one of which is of confi- 
derabie length, and has ail the charac- 
teriitics of that verfe which a celebrated 
writer fays is the product of a mind at 
eafs. ; 

Upon the approach of the Earl and 
his forces, the Moors retired with preci- 
pitatign ; and the Earl having remain’d 
there. till it was too late in the year to 


guake another attempt, .caufed the tor- 
¢ifications.to be examined by his enyi-

Reers, wag reporting that they could

not, without very, great expeéntes bé 
made tenable, orders ‘were ‘piver to 
blow thein up, that they ‘might not’ ‘be 
worth taking away. 

He then returned in a {trong man of 
war, which was ordered out by admiral 
Herbert. The king was foon reconcil’d, 
and the Earl forgot the ill offices that 
had caufed his difpleafure. From this 
time he continued high in the king’s 
favour till his death, and kept all his 
poits during the fhort and unhappy reign 
of king Fames II. On the 20th of 0&8, 
1685, he had been appointed lerd chan- 
berlain of the houthold, and member of 
the privy council; but as he conftantly 
oppofed feveral imprudent and unjutti- 
fiable meafures, ‘ames treated him with 
lefs kindnefs during the laft year of his 


. reign, tho” he did not remove him from 


any of his employments. 

It appears that Ld Mulgrave, though 
he was not a friend to the revolution, 
yet he publickly condemned the king’s 
meajfures, affifting the proteftant cler- 
ey, and filling up the vacancies in the 

ing’s houfhold with proteftants, with- 
out giving him any notice, left they 
fhould be rejected for others. He ap- 
pears to have fufpeéted and difapprov- 
ed the king’s defign of going away, tho’ 
the king did not truft any proteftant 
lord with the fecret. 

The night before the king went a- 
way the earl came into his bedchamber’ 
juft as he was {tepping into bed, proba- 
bly hoping fome opportunity might be’ 
given him to exprefs his difapprobation 
of that meafure ; bt the king turning 
about, told him im his ear, that his com- 
miffioners had fent him’ an’ account; 
that a good accommodation was like td 
be made with the prince of ‘Orange/ 
The ear] then perceived that the king! 
was determined to conceal his ‘purpoté, 
for he knew that he diffemibled in the ‘c+ 
count of an accommodation, and thei? 
fore retired, with a defected counte- 
nance and a low bow, fhewithg that He 
had no confidence in thé Béod news, 


_and that he regretted the king’s referve, 


Immediately atter the king*’s depar- 
ture, Ld Mulgrave, in conjunction with 
many others, fent fuch orders tothe fleet 
and the army, as not only Kept them m 
quiet fubjection to the prefent powers, 
but difpofed them to acquiéice-m fach 
government as fhould atterwards be et- 
tablithed ; and his’ zeal to’ prevent ‘a- 
narchy and confufion in this dreadfal 
crifig was fo generally acknowledged, 
that when he came from the affembly 
Of ‘lords at Gruilaball; he was Arpint®

| by the populace to the city gates with 
jinceflant. fhouts and acolamations. 

Among other irregularities that were 
committed in this ftate of tumult, the 
hoafe of. the. Spazifh ambaflador was 
pulled down. by, therabble, by which his 
honeur-was_ highly injured, and his life 
inimminentdanger. The earl exerted 
himfeif on this occafion with great wif- 
dom and magnanimity : He immedi- 
ately ordered the ambaffador an apart- 
ment in Whiteball, a great table twice a 
day, and a guard of yeomen im his out- 
ward room; an honour. which had ne- 
ver before been paid to any but the king. 

There isa dignity in habitual com- 
mand, which is fpontaneoufly obeyed, 
and the Earl’s order was in this inflance 
immediately executed, though he had 
nomore authority than any other pri- 
vate gentleman, his white: ftaif being 
laid afide on the king’s departure. This 
fervice was fo feafonable and important, 
that the Earl received thanks for it, 
both from Kiag Fames and the Prince of 
Orange. 

The king, indeed, was afterwards in- 
debted to him for fervices of yet greater 
moment. When he was feized and jin- 
fulted by the rabble at Feversham in Kent, 
he found .means to fend a poor coun- 
tryman: to. London, with the following 
billet, without fuper{cription, or name : 

§ To acquaint the reader of it, that he 
‘-had. been difcovered in his retreat by 
* fomefilkermen of Keuzt, and fecured at 
‘ firt-there bythe gentry,who were yet 
‘ afterwards forced to refign him into 
‘the hands:of.an infolent rabble,’ 

With this billet the honeliruitic came 
to Whitehall, and; waited. long at the 
door.of the council chamber where the 
peers, were fitting, without being able 
togain.the attention of any who went 
‘and out : At lat, however, fomebody 
fent.in .a; billet to Lord Mulgrave, ac- 
quainting. him of the king’s misfortune 
aud. meflage, and that affiftance might 
in‘a fhort time-be too late, as the man 
had.already waited long, and every one 
feemed. unwilling to underitand him. 
Mulgrave was at once itruck with the 
inftability of human greatnefs, and the 
mean facrifice.of friend{hjp and obliga- 
tion, to the mere hope of sharing {o tran- 
fitory.and infignificant a potleijion by a 
precarious dependance on one who had 
not-yet obtained it for himieif. The e- 
motion of his mind was probably difco- 
véred.in his. countenance, and his pur- 
pole guefled by his aétion ; for the new 
prefident haftily adjourned th¢ ailembly, 
iO! prevent, the execution of it; The 
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zeal of Mulgrave wasnot-thus' to be e- 
luded ; he earneftly conjured all prefent 
ence more to fit down, tho” but for 2 
few moments, declaring that he had

importance, which would admit of no 
delay. Thofe lords who knew nothing 
of the bufinefs, immediately fate downy 
eager for the gratification of their. cus 


- riofity, and the reft had not leifure to 


deliberate, nor refolution to. diffent. 
Lord Malcrawve then reprefented the ex~- 
tream infamy of fuffering the rabble to 
tear in pieces their king, and the guilt 
of {uch connivance at murder; tho’ bat 
of a private gentleman. Upon this f¢, 
monitrance the meflenger was heard, 
and 200 huadred life guards, under the 
command of the Earl of Fever/fbam,were 
difpatched to refcue his'majefty, and 
conduct him in fafety to the fea fide; if 
heftill held his refolution to rétire,deem- 
ing it better to fuffer his-depditure 
than detain him by force. 

As the Earl was a zealous’Proteftant, 
it is not, ftrange that he fhould a¢qui- 
eice in the revolution, when there wads 
no medium between adhering to King: 
James, who was introducing popery,' oF! 
to the Prince of Orange, who was”pre~' 
ferving the reformed religion. - He was-! 
received with great favour by thePHince : 
of Ovange, betore he was advanced ‘to: 
the throne, and this kindnef$ was ik- 
créafed by the part which Ld Mulgrave’ 
took in the quettion, whether the Prince! 


sfhould be proclaimed, or the Priticefs; 


= 


reign in her own right. Mulgrwwe vo-+ 
ted and {poke for the Prince, becaufe He 
faid the title of both, in his opinion, was! 
equal, and, as they had now taken ‘the 
Prince for their protector, it was their 
intereft to take him in a charatter which 
would beit pleafe him; befides, thatit 
would more become the ‘Princefs t6 
fhare the crown with her huijband, thaw 
to poffefs it alone, being the wife of a 
fubject. 

It does not, however, appear that Ld 
Mulgrave facrificed his integrity to his 
ambition; he zealoutly exerted himielf 
to procure and pafs the treafon bill,and 
the act for triennial parliaments, tho’ 
he knew the king was very follicitous 
that both fhould be rejeéted. It is faid, 
that while thefe bills were depending the 
king, in a private conference with Ld 
Mulerave, offered to create him a mar- 
quis, to appoint him a penfion of 3000/. 
per Arn. and give him a feat in the ca- 
binet council, and that Lord Mulgrave, 
perceiving that his with-holding his 
afliiance trom the two bills was tacitly 

im- 
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plied as the condition of thefe rewards, 
Feply'd to the king's: offer, by telling 
him, that whether he had the honour to 
ferve his majefty or not, he was deter- 
mined to ufe ait his’ intereft to pafs the 
two bills then depending, and was for- 
vy his majefty did not, in this particu- 
lar, a ve his conduct. The king 
fhewed no difcontent at this declarati- 
on, and, tho’ he did not immediately 
confer the honours he offered; and tho’ 
the Earl perfifted to forward the bills, 
which were paffed into laws, yet he was 
fometime afterwards created a marquis, 
received apenfion of 3000/. and fat in 
the cabinet council. 

After the acceflion of Queen Annéy he 
till continued: .in.favour at court. , On 
the arf of fee 1792, he, was. fworn 
ford privy feal, and. the {ame year was 
appointed, one of the .commiffioners to 
treat of an union between Exgland and 
Scotland; he was alfo. made lord lieute- 

ant and. cuitos rotulorum ofthe north 
riding of Yorkybire,..and- one of the.go- 
¥ernor’s of the Charter*Houje. ,Qn.the 
gth.of Merch 1702-3, he was created D. 
of No¥manby, and on the 23d of the fame 
month, Duke-of Buckinghamfbire. 

~The duke, who aéted upon ory prin- 
ciples, finding he was likely tocbe over- 
bern. by...the interef’ of the Diike’of 
Mar lberoug),, and the lord treafurer Go- 
dolph 2, who. had changed fides, and 
from: moderate tories were become-zea- 
Tous whigs, waited upon the queen, and 
would have rsefigned the privy feal. The 
em defired he would take two orthree 

ays.to re-confider what he was about, 

id: the. duke, .at her command, took 
the feals back: The next day the queen 
fent for him, and told him, that tho’ he 
fgemed fo rauch to difapprove her coun- 
cils, as to be unwilling to continue in her 
fervice, yet, asa teftumony of her good 
will to him, ihe defigned to make him 
lord chancellor. The duke, however, 
would. not accept this place, tho’ the 
fallary was gooo/. a year, becaufe he 
thought himfelf not qualified, and he 
would not keep his own becaufe his for- 
mer objections ftill remained. 

This event happened about March 
3704-5,and his grace did not afterwards 
pay his compliments at court, till he

St Gregory 
exvrefety “mentions this cuftom, and 
adds, that in the popedom of St Leo, a- 
bout ‘the year 450, certain Greeks ha- 
ving ‘doubted of the virtue of thefe 
veils, that pontiff, for their conviction, 
took a knife and cut a Brandewm in two 
before their eyes ; upon which blood if- 
faed in plenty, as if it had beenthe li- 
ving body of the faint. So mucly for 
Brandeum, as to which I differ not ma- 
terially from your friend.. But that 
Kerver’s Brandons fignifies any thing 
like veils, as the fame gentleman would 
have it todo, I can by no means ad- 
mit. . Brandon is an old French word, 
which fignifies a wifp of ftraw. “Thus 
Brandons panonseaux is a \aw term,which 
means a wifp of ftraw fix’d to the gate 
of a feized eftate, together with the 
king’s, or the,lord of the manor’s arms: 
Brandons a\{o is ufed for wifps of ftraw 
fet up in the fields at harveft time,’ by 
way of notice, that the owner referves 
the leafing to himfelf. Brandon fome- 
times fignifies a torch or flambeau, ‘a8 
Brandon d'amour; but more frequently 
awifp of ftraw on fire ; and this leads 
tothe true fenfe of des Brandons in Thiel- 
man-Kerver’s little book, as wall pre- 
fently appear. 

In Mr Bonnet’s curious and learned 
treatife, entitled Hifloire de la Danfe, 
we findthat two forts of facred dances 
have been in ufe'in the church, efpecially 
in France; the one called Baladoires, the 
other Brandons. The Baladoires had de- 
geverated into fo monftrous .a licen- 
tioufnefs, even in the early ages of

But what you 
would think odd is to fee the bullocks 
with large humps between their fhoul- 
ders, like that of a camel ; they are a- 
bout the fize of a cow’s udder, and eat 
fomething like it, but not fo good. 

I muft tell you (who have afked me 
frequently about the fea {curvy) that I 
found in this fhip a man who had been 
jut preffed, and came from a long voy- 
age. He was lame, and by long fitting 
full he contraéted the feurvy to a. great 
degree, and it got fo high up his thighs 
in a few days, that our doétor told me, 


others of them appeared as if they. weré 
burnt. The country people flocked ia 
fo faft upon hearing of this antique 
place, that they trod the bones into 
powder, they being quite deftitute of 
oil or fubftance, tor they were indeed as 
the fhadow of bones.
